(.3-) But A4affer, what is the Meaning, 
that this Depofing Doétrine has Reviv’d fo 
much among us fince the Revolution? It is 
fet up, Barefac’d, Defended, and Fuflifyd. lt 
is calld the Revolution Principle. And men 
are Diffinguifh’d by it, at Elections, and other- 
wife, Sucha Man is of Revolution-Principles. 
And we cannot be fafe.with any but Men 
of Revolution-Principles! Nay the Cry is, That 
the Queen cannot be Safe with Men of any 
other Principles! This feems ftrange to. me, 
Mafter, that the Queen fhou’d be Safe with 
thofe whefe Principle it is to Depofe her, 
whenever they think fit! 

Rehearf. All this comes from a Miftake 
of the Revolution-Principle. As I have Men- 
tion’d before. And now I will further Ex- 
plain and Prove it to you. Becaufe it is 
bef very great. Confequence. ‘And then [ 
‘will fhew you the feveral 14i/fakes into which 
Men have fallen, in their underftanding of 
that Principle. And the Mifchievous Con- 
Sequences of this. And this will be of Service 
to the Government, and of Great ufe to Par- 
ticular Perfons, If I can do it Clearly and 
Prove what I fay.
